“Since the BHI has been introduced.’ 
he sald, “the Admiralty has requested 
that clause 2 may be applicable to the 
Novy: that Is to say, that flogging 
should be abolished.”

The Government thought the best 
procedure would be to strike out the 
sections which he was now moving to 
delete, and to insert a new clause 
applylng both this sectlon and the 
section abolishing corporal punlsh- 
ment, to the Naval Discipline Act.

Car Thefts 


GINCE the beginning of the year, 
the Police have dealt with some 
thirty cases in which motor cars 
have been stolen by unauthorised 
persons for “joy-riding” purposes, 
The value of this property, on a 
conservative estimate, probably ex- 
ceeds $50,000. - 


Only in a few instances have the 
culprits been apprehended and, de- 
spite, Trafic Department Pleas for 
heavy punishment, these have been 
released by the Magistrate upon 
payments of absurdly small fines. 


In the majority of cases, the 
people who take these cars without 
permission are unlicensed "drivers 
who hardly know how to start a 
vehicle, let alone drive one. They 
not only commit a larceny: they also 
endanger the lives of pedestrians and 
the passengers of other vehicles by 
wildly coreentng down the - streets, 
There was asrecent case In which a 
young man who smashed: a “bor- 
rowed" car was fined o ridiculous 
sum even after it had been shown 
In court that he had driven the 
vehicle in a hopelessly inebriated 
condition, 


should be larceny, 
and should carry a penalty thatzdoes 
not provide for the alternative of a 
fine. A man who possesses a motor- 
enr has as much r ight to respect for 
his property us a man who owns a 
fountain pen. Yet the penalties for 
taking the latter without the owner's 
permission are tenfold more severe 
than those for taking a car. The 
excuse may be made that stolen cars 
are sooner or Jater abandoned . and 
recovered by the owners; that the 
insurance companies pay for any 
‘dumage. Those excuses should not 
be considered. In many of tho enses 
the cars are abandoned for the 
simple renson that there is no means 
of taklng them out of the Colony. 
That excuse will disappear when 
Kwangtung . returns to normal and 
the new highway allows vehicular 
traMc, Colony-bound throughout our 
history, to proceed into the interior. 
The second excuse means that the 
loss. has simply “been transferred 
from the owner of the car to. the 
shareholders in an insurance com- 
pany. Naturally, the latter. passes 
on its losses to cnar-owners jn the 
form of incrensed premiums. 


Traffic Noise

In this manner broadcasting, 
as used by Germany, has become 
the maid-servant of that new 
method of “peaceful” perctra- 
tion which leads to unresisted 
armed invasion. 


Radio propaganda is like the 
fascinating eye of a serpent that 
attempts to hypnotise -its vic- 
tim until it allows ‘itself to be 
swallowed without resistance. 


Without the help of brond- 
casting and its systematic work 
of preparation, «aided by well- 
organised, enthusiastic listeners, 
it would not be so casy to march 
into a neighbour’s country. 
Without loudspeakers and micro- 
Phones great ‘masses of people 
could not be told to keep_¢ quiet.

GERMANY has recently, 


developed an entirely 
new system of expansion. After 
a period of “build-up” to win the 
confidence of foreign listeners, 
they are gradually treated to 
more and more propaganda de- 


scribing --the -beauties—-of-Ger-- 


many and how smoothly every- 
thing work there. Then they 
are told of the terrible conditions 
in other countries, including 
their own. They are taught to 
be discontented’ with their own 
Governments. ‘They are pro- 
mised mountains of gold and 
good things. 


Finally, the broadcasts take 
on an aggressive tone. They 
become less truthful. What the 
Germans call “Hetzpropaganda,” 
and “Atrocity Propaganda,” and 
of which they accuse the foreign 
Press and radio, is used with 
great effect by their own sta- 


tions, :

QUITE recently German 
Broadcasting ° played 
an important part in the “libera- 
tion of Slovakia.” Without 
radio the country-wide: appeals 
from Vienna would have been 
impossible, as the frontiers 
would have been closed. Slovakia 
was without the technical means 
of making Vienna inaudible. 


On January. -1, the German 
Minister of Propaganda, Dr, 
Joseph Goebbels, granted tha 
German Broadcasting Company 
the right to use as title and for 
announcements:. “The,. Great 
German Broadcasting.” ‘This 
title was given asa sign of re- 
cognition - for the ' preparatory 
work done by the German sta- 
tions in the periods prior to the 
annexation . of (Austria . and 
Czecho-Slovakia, _. re 

.And truly, the German radio 
men-did great things last Octo- 


ber. ‘They were the first to 
brave the dangers of “enemy” 
country. They entered Karls- 
bad long before the protective 
troops had’ arrived. They even 
met some Czech soldiers. 
nobody molested them. ° 
* They became courageous, sat 
down and quickly scribbled post- 
cards to their friends. When 
the troops arrived and later the 
Fuchrer, their microphones and 
loudspeakers were all prepared. 

But the Czechs had cut the 
cables. So they recorded the 
Victorious taking of Karlsbad on 
records and sent them by air to 
a .neighbouring German town 
from where they were passed on

: Slovakia, Germany 
becomes the most powerful 
broadcasting country in Europe. 
Until then Germany had 34 
broadcasting stations. It .has 
now added the Czech stations.

DEATH OF 
FAMOUS 
_ ADMIRAL 


London, May 2. 
The death has occurred of Admiral 
Sir Reginald Henderson, organiser o} 
wartime convoys,—R¢euter, 7 


Reginald Guy Hannam Henderson, 
Britain's first “ASr = Admiral," was 
born at Tenby, South Wales, In 
September 1881, and cducated in the 
training ship Britannia. He came 
ofa naval family. When a Licuten- 
ant, Henderson speciailsed in gun- 
nery. On promotion to. Commander 
in 1913 he was appointed to the staff 
of a Britlsh mission sent to Greece 
to assist in planning the reconstruc- 
thon of the flect. During the first 
two years of the war he served with 
the Grand Fleet as executive officer 
in the battleship Erin, taking part In 
the battle, of Jutland. Called then 
to the Admiralty, he was given the 
task of organising a convoy system 
by which supply ships on the way 
fo Britain could be grouped under 
naval escort. Henderson had to 
talk very firmly to shipowners and 
captains before they were convinced 
that the scheme would work. For 
his success: in getting it Into opera- 
tlon he was awarded the C.B, and 
promoted Captain, 


From 1010 to 1021 Henderson was 
on the China Station, being Flag- 
Captain in the cruiser Hawicins.

- MANY COMPLAINTS | - 
. HEARD AT K.R.A: | 
- PUBLIC MEETING 


Tho first-of the quarterly meetings of the Kowloon Residents’ 


“Association open to the public was held at St. Androw’s. Church, 


Kowloon, last evening. There were only about 35 people present, 
including members of the Gencral Committee, members, and public. 
The chair was taken by Major C. M. Manners (President), who had 
the support of Mr. Lam Ming-fan (Vice-President), Rev. H. D. 
Rosenthall (Hon. Secretary) and Mr. R. H. Wong (Hon. Treasurer). 


Tho question of the lack of flush 
systems In the Homuntin aren was 
brought up. A_ resident - who had 
lived in that district for 20 years 
declared that the matter had not 
been attended to for that length of 
Ume, although promises had been 
made by the authorities that jt would 
be seen to as s00n, a8 possible..3t was 
most unlair to the residents in thot 
locality, who paid as much rates and 
Crown rents as- other resfidenta in 
Kowloon, and yet-were deprived pf 
flush: systems. The lack of _such 
vstems had xeduced the valuc of 
their property, He also complained 
ubout the unsatisfactory nature of the 
policing of that area, , 

The reply was given that the 
question of sanitation of the Homun- 
tIn area had been the subject of 
numerous letters to Government. 
The Assoclation would certainly take 
the matter up again, as It was on 
urgent one, 

Regarding the question of police, 
tt-was stated that a letter had been 
written on March 29 this year to the 
Divisional Superintendent of Pollée 
(Kowloon) drawing his ‘attention to 
the inadequate strength of the Police 
Force, and to the numerous robberies, 
thefts and other nulsances, 

A_ reply was received from the 
D.S.P. on April 29, drawing attention 
to the fact that many Europeans had 
been seen giving moncy away to 
people hanging around the car-parks. 
The D. S. P. deplored that, and 
urged that such encourngement to 
beggars should not’ be given, He 
also asked the Association to notify 
him regarding the areas where the 
hawking nulsance was continuing, 

Another member. of the publiie 

drew attention to the ‘nolse at night- 
time made by taxis tooting thelr 
horns for fares, The nulsance was 
especially noticeable in the’ Austin 
Road area, and considernbly dis- 
turbed ‘residents who wanted to 
rest, - 
It was pointed out to him that a 
large amount of the- noise was 
created by private motor car owners, 
ond unless the individual himself 
refrained from. committing — the 
nuisance, nothing could be done to 
stop it.

| Enormous 
Bond-Issues 
Revealed - 


Light Billion Yen 
In Savings 


‘ Tokyo. 
During the past financial year, 
which ended on March 30, the Mints- 
try of Finance campnigned for the 
people to save cight billion yen 
{ 2470,000,000) to mect the huge cost 
of the fighting in Chino. 


It now claims that this goal was 
nearly achieved as the nation’s 
savings totalled seven billion, two 
hundred million yen ( £423,500,000). 


Nevertheless, the absorption of 
Government bond-lssucs was. not as 
satisfactory as had been. hoped, with 
the result:that the note-issue in- 
creased by ¥500,000,000 ( 230,000,- 
000), Icading to higher commodity 
prices, . 

- This year, the Government Js asling 

the natlon to save ten, billlon yen 
(say 2.600,500.000) to meet bond- 
issues totalling six billion yen (£360, 
000,000) and four billlon yen (£240,- 
000,000) for industrial expansion. 

Tho Nichi Nicht Shimbun declares 
that this total is too low, as it estimates 
Government bond-issues alone this 
year will amount to seven billion, five 
hundred milllon_yen (2 441,200,000) 
and urges the Government to take 
strong steps to incrense national 
savings. 


War Profiteering 


Tho Tokyo Police Board reveals 
that 54,351 Tolcyo citizens have been 
charged-with-the -violation.of various. 
provisions of the National Material 
Control Regulations since their’ cn- 
forcement nine months ago. 

Violators against the Anti-Pro- 
fitcering Act alone totalled 20,500 
and those evading the Commodity 
Price Control Regulations 17,473. 

Particularly annoying is the traffic 
in petrol-tickets Issued to car owners, 
The official price of petrol is 65 sen 
(8d.) per American gallon, and taxis 
are rationed on a ticket system for 
from 100 to 150 gallons monthly. 

Private. owners are allowed only 
thirteen gallons a'’month. The former 
find it more remuncrative to sell 
their tickets to private. owners at 
premiums ranging from ¥1.20 (1s. 
6d.) to ¥2 (2s. 4d.) per gallon, than 
to run thelr taxis, 

The, authorities ore at present 
powerless.to stop this traffic as the 
Control regulations fall to provide 
for such an eventuality —Reuter.

Expedition 
Merenats Captured . 


“We wanted mammals of all sizer 
--from the mouse right on up,” ex- 
plained Dr, H. E, Anthony yesterday 
when he told the history of the ex- 

edition which he has just led into 
uri on behalf of the American 
Muscum of Natural History, New 
York, : ‘ 

"T think it can be ‘considered a 
successful expedition,” he added, re- 
porting that he and his four white 
companions hand bagged 1,000 mam- 
mal specimens, 1,500 birds, and 
2,500 plants, along witl perhaps n 
_milllon plant seeds which may come 
to blossom in American ‘and English 
gardens, 7 

Dr. Anthony, who {fs Curator of 
the Department of Mammals at the 
American Muscum, arrived in Burmao 
fn November, There he Joined two 
Englishmen, Captain Kingdon Ward, 
noted botanist, and Mr. J. K. Stan- 
ford, ornithologist und former De- 
puty-Commissioner in Burman, and 
the arrival of Mr. A, S. Vernay and 
Mr. Suydam Cutting, - Muscum 
trustees, who had sponsored the ex- 
pedition, completed the party, 

Big game hunting experlence and 
participation In several carller ex- 
peditions cquipped Mr. Vernay for 
the undertaking, and Mr. Cuttlrz, 
who was with the Roosevelt expedi- 
tion which captured  reveral giant 
pundas in ‘THbet, had done much ex- 
ploring In both Tibet and {Indla. 

While chiefly pursuing the 
Museum's aim to make a rgppresen- 
titlve collection of mammals from 
all over the world, ° the expedition 
was cHarged to collect also suclr 
birds and plants as they encounter- 
ca. 

110 People In Camp 


“We were quite o party,” recount- 
ved Dr. Anthony. “With'coolies, car- 
riers and sinners there were some- 
times 110 people in our camp and 
maybe us many os a hundred mules. 
We pushed northward from 
Myltkyina, Burma’s northernmost 
railhead, and pressed on and upward 
untll the snow stopped us. There 
wags sometimes n foot of snow In 
our camp. The farthest point of our 
trek was .15 days’ march from 
Myitkyina. 

“There were known head-hunters 
on.each side of us, but they did 
not give us any trouble. In fact, 
we found the hill tribes,‘ who are 
very distinct’types from ‘the lawland 
Burmans, very frlendly and we 'en- 
gaged them us porters. They wear 
colourful custumes and were excel- 
lent subjects for the colour pictures 
which we tpok.” 

Dr. Anthony said that along the 
border of Yunnan and Burma they 
found growing the taiwania trec— 
which Is the real nume of the coffin 
tree for whose wood the Chinese ‘are 
willing to pay exorbitant ‘rates for 
use us coffin planks, The tree Is 
quickly disappearing and such trees 
us remain are already carmurked. 

The expedition found that the tree 
wus the medium of quite a_profit- 
able undertnking business. Growing 
tou a height of 200 fect, it yielded 
ns many as 80 coffin planks, | The

the dresses ordered: 

The manager told the representa-

ordered within sever days. A fetter 
was later received’ {rom the Cabaret, 
signed by Danicl Li; who represented 
himself to be the manager. 
faincd certain terms, but did not 
mention the undertaking to pay for 
dresses ‘ordered within seven days. 
Plaintiff's wrote back, pointing this 
out, but no reply: was received, cond 
plaintiffs accordingly took — this 
silence us consent. 

Soon afterwards, dancing hostesses 
went to plaintit’s, producing cards 
with the name of the Cabarct and 
countersigned by the mannger.

Exceeded Credit

plaintiffs therefore looked to the 
Cabaret its being responsible for any 
debt incurred by the girls. Former- 
ly, he used to send completed dresses 
to the Cnbaret, but tater he received

Cheng said $560.40 warth-of goods 
had been sold and delivered to de- 
fendants, and only $340. worth bad 
been paid for.

The proposal of the United States:

only tho first {nstalment of a plan, 
dear to the hearts of American nava!

mostly with the help of a 
central organisation outside 
the country. These listening 
groups disseminate among 
their friends the news and 
the ideas they have heard. 


In this manner broadcasting, 
as used by Germany, has become 
the maid-servant of that new 
method of “peaceful” penctra- 
tion which leads to unresisted 
armed invasion. 


Radio propaganda is like the 
fascinating cye of a serpent that 
attempts to hypnotise its vic- 
tim until it allows itself to be 
swallowed without resistance. 


Without the help of broad-. 


casting and its systematic work 
of ‘preparation, aided by well- 
organised, enthusiastic listeners, 
it would not be so easy to march 
into a reighbour’s country. 
Without loudspeakers and micro- 
phones great . masses of people 
could not be told to keep quict. 


GERMANY has recently 
developed an entirely 
new system of expansion, After 
a period of “build-up” to win the 
confidence of forcign listeners, 
they are gradually treated to 
more and more propaganda de-

Finally, the broadcasts take 
on an aggressive tone.

FAMOUS 
ADMIRAL 


London, May 2. 
The death has occurred of Admiral 
Sir Reginald Henderson, organtser of 
wartime convoys.—RCuter, i 


Reginald Guy Hannam Henderson, 
Britain's first “Alr Admiral," was 
born at Tenby, South Wales, In 
September 1881, and educated fn the 
training ship Britannia,, He came 
of 4 noval family. When a Licuten- 
ant, Henderson specialised in gune 
nery. On promotion to Commander 
in 1913 he was nppointed to the staff 
of a British mission sent to Greece 
to assist in planning the reconstruc= 
tlon of the fiect. During the first 
two years of the war he served with 
the Grand Fleet as executive officer 
in the battleship Erin, taking part in 
the battle of Jutland. Called then 
to the Admiraity, he was given the 
task of organising a convoy system 
by which supply ships on the way 
to Britain could be grouped under 
naval escort. Henderson had to 
talk very firmly to shipowners and 
eaptaing before they were convinced 
that the scheme would work. For 
his success In getting it into opera- 
tion he was awarded the C.B. and 
promoted Captain, 


_ From 10109'to 1921 Henderson was 
on the China Station, Ddelng . Flag. 
Captain in the cruiser Hawkins.- 


Three years on the staff of the 
Naval College, Greenwich, were 
followed by command of the nircraft- 
carder Furlous until 1920 when he 
was mnde an A.D.C. to the King. .

~ HEARD AT K.R.A. 
PUBLIC MEETING — 


The first of ‘the quarterly meetings of the Kowloon Residents’ 
Association open to, the public was held oat St. Androw’s Church, 
Kowloon, Inst evening. There were only about 35 people present, 


including members of the Gencral 


Committee, members, and public. 


The chair was taken by Major C. M. Manners (President), who had 
the support of Mr. Lam Ming-fan (Vico-President), Rev. H. D. 
Rosenthall (Hon. Secretary) ond Mr. R. H. Wong (Hon. Treasurer). 


The question of the lack of flush 
systems in the: Horiuntln area was 
brought up. A_ resident who. had 
Nved in that district for 20 years 
declared that the matter had not 
been attended to for that length of 
time, although promises had been 
made by the authorities that it would 
be secn to a3 soon as posible. It was 
most unfalr to the redidents in that 
locality, who pafd as much rates ond 
Crown .renta as. other. residenta. in 
Kowloon, and yet were deprived of 
flush systems; The Jaci of such 

ystems hod reduced’ the value of 
their property, He also complained 
about the unsatisfactory nature of.the 
policing of that: area, 

The reply was given that the 
question of sanitation of the Homun- 
tin area had been’ the subject of 
numerous Jetters to Government.

In Burma 


““We wanted mammals of all sizes 
--from the mouse right on up,” ex- 
pinined Dr. H. E. Anthony yesterday 
when he told the history of the ex- 
edition which he has just Ied Into 
Burma on behnif of the American 
Museum of Natural History, New 


York, 

“I think fit can be considered a 
successful oxpedition,” he ndded, re- 
porting that. he and his four White 
companions hod. bagged 1,000 mam- 
.mnl_ specimens, 1,600 birds, and 
2,500 plants, along with perhaps ao 
million Plant seeds which may ¢ome 
to ‘blossom In. American and English 
gardens, 

Dr. Anthony, who fs Curator of 
the Department of Mammals ot the 
Amcrican Museum, arrived in Burma 
in’ November. There he jolned two 
Exigishmen, Captain Kingdon Ward, 
noted botanist, and Mr. J, K. Stan- 
ford, ornithologist ond former De- 
puty-Commiss{oner in| Burma, and 
the arrival of Mr. A.‘S. Vernay and 
Mr. ' Suydam = Cutting, —§ Museum 
trustees, who had sponsored the ex-. 
pedition, completed the party,. 

Big. game ‘hunting experience and 
purticlpation -in several carlicr ex- 
peditions’ “equipped Mr. Vernay for 
the..undertaking, and Mr. Cutting, 
who was with’ the Roosevelt expedi- 
tion which captured several giant 
pandas in Tibet, had done much ex= 
ploring In both Tibet and India, ° 

While chiefly ursuing the 
Museum's nim to make a represen- 
tative, collection’ of mammals from 
all over the world, the expedition 
to. collect also such 
birds and plants ‘us they encounter- 
ed. +; 

Re “110° People In Camp 

“We were quite .a party,” recount- 
ed Dr. Anthony. “With coolles, car- 
riera and skinners there were some- 
tlmes 110 people in our camp and 
muybe as many as a hundred mules, 
We pushed northward from 
Myitkyina, Burmo’s northernmost 
railhead, and pressed on and upward 
There 
was sometimes a foot of snow in 
our camp. The farthest point of our 
trek was 15 days’ march from 
Myitkylna, ' 

“There were known head-hunters 
on-each side of us, but they did, 
not give us any trouble. In fact, 
we found the hili tribes, who are 
very distinct types from the lowland 
Burmans, very friendly and we en- 
gaged them us porters, They wear 
colourful costumes and were excel- 
lent subjects for the colour pictures 


Dr., Anthony sald that along: the 
border of Yunnan and Burma they 
found growing the tufwania tree— 
which is the real name of the coffin 
tree’ for whose wood the Chinese are 
willing to pay exorbitant rates for 
use as coffin planks. The tree Ss 
quickly disappearing and such trees 
as remain are already earmarked. 

The expedition found that the tree 
was the medium of quite a profit- 
able undertaking business, Growing 
to n helght of 200 fect, it yielded 
as many as 80 coffin planks, The 
Maru tribe sold a tree to the Chin- 
ese for 40 rupees. The Chinese then 
brought ina gang, cut down and 
transported the tree at a cost of 
200 rupees, and secured a return In 
coffin planks of 1,200 rupees—mak- 
ing-~a~handsome~ profit: ~The-tat- 
wania grows only in Formosa and 
Burma. Captain: Ward, said Dr. 
Anthony, proved to his own. satis- 
faction that it’ does not grow in 
England, where, he considers, a plot 
of trees grown from secds brought 
home ‘from Burmr are’ actually 
juniper trees. . : 

Rhododendron Trees 


Referring to their sced collecti8ns, 
Dr. ‘Anthony said: “We collected the 
seeds of many plants already intro- 
duced into England. We’ found 
many of them up in the snow coun- 
try where only hardy plants survive. 


There we came upon rhododendrons j.’ 


growing on trees several fect, thick. 
Captain’ Ward: ts certnin’ that 
examination will disclose * several 
new types among these plants. . 
“Mr, Stanford said that: ‘the ‘birds 
included some - of the finest .speci- 
mens he had seen.: There. were 
some which had never: before been |- 
taken in Burma, and some. which, 
perhaps, had never,-been taken any- 
where in the world,’ For. my. own 
part, I am satisfied that examina- 
tion of skulls, still to-be made Wilt 
reveal that our collection ‘includes a 
number of hitherto unrecorded mam- 
mals. 
: Dr. Anthony ‘is the lost member 
of the expedition to leave tho East, 
Messrs. Vernay, Cutting and Stan- 
ford having flown to England and 
Captain - Ward having ‘gone -by 
steamer, Dr. Anthony sails for 
America to-day by the Tatuta Maru.

Mr. A. S. K, Lau appeared for 
plaintiffs, and Mr. W. M. Brown for 
defendants, 

Mr. Lau sald in December a re- 
presentative of the Cabaret called on 
plaintiffs and sald {t was proposed to 
open o Cabaret, It was up to the 
Cabarct, he sald, to lend the dancing 
hostesses moncy in order to enable 
them to buy. dresses to. mulce theme 
selves attractive in their business. 
He also sald: that on the Caboret had 
not yet opened, rendy cash was not 
availnble, and asked plaintiffs to 
allow the girls credit, saying the 
Cabaret would undertake to pay for 
the dresses ordered, © 


The mannger told the representa- 
tive to write offering terms and 
undertaking to pny for the dresses 
ordered within seven days. A letter 
was later received from the Cabaret, 
signed by Danicl Li, who represented 
himself to be the monnger. It con- 
tained certain terms, but did not 
mention the undertaking to pay for 
dresses ordered within seven days. 
Plaintiff!s wrote ‘back, pointing this 
out, but no‘reply was received, and 
plaintiffs accordingly took | this 
silence as consent.- 

Soon afterwards, dancing hostesses 
went to plaintiffs, producing cards 
with the name of the Cabaret and 
countersigned. by the mannger. 
_ They were given credit for dresses. 

tn Exceeded Credit 

Cheng Kin-cho, manner’ of the 
International Co,'sald that when the 
xirls ordered dresses which exceeded 
the eredit agreed upon, he telephon~ 
ed Li Yat-chung at the Cabaret. Li 
undertook to pay for the excess and 


“—~plaintif’s-~ therefore ~fooked—to-—the 


Cabaret as being responsible for uny 
debt incurred by the girls. Former- 
ly, he used to send completed dresses 
to the Cabaret, but later he received 
general. instructions to Jet the girls 
have the dresses they ordered, if they 
signed for them. 

Cheng said $560.40 worth of goods 
had been sold ond delivered to de- 
fendants, and only $350 worth hod 
been paid for. He was claiming the 
balance. He hod received acknow- 
ledgment of the amount owing when 
ho’ sent on assistant to the Cabarct 
with a debt acknowledgment book, 
for a chop was placed on the book, 
. Cross-cxamincd by Mr. Brown, 
plaintiff said he had never ngreed 
with defendants to look to the carn- 
Ings of the girls to be deducted for 
payment of the dresses, 

Daniel Li, manager of the Cabaret, 
said he had never made nn agrec- 
ment with plalntiffs to pay for the 
dresses within the time stipulated. 
He only undertook to pay for them 
after deducting thelr cost from the 
earnings of the hostesses. He denicd 
being responsible for the debt. 

The case was adjourned to May 13.

Car Thefts 


Oice the beginning of the year, 
the Police Have dealt with some 
thirty ‘cases in which motor cars 
have been stolen by unauthorised 
persons for‘ “joy-riding" purposes. 
The’ value of ‘this property, on a 
conservative estimate, probably ex- 
ceeds $50,000, 


Only in a few instances hive the 
culprits been apprehended and, de- 
spite Trafle Department pleas for 
heavy punishment, these have been 
released by the Magistrate upon 
payments of absurdly small fines. 


In the majority of cases, the 
people who take .these cars without 
permission are unlicensed drivers 
who hardly know how ‘to. start a 
Vehicle, Ick alone drive one, They 
not only commit a larceny: they also 
endanger the lives of pedestrians and 
the passengers of other vehicles by 
wildly careening down the streets, 
There was a recent case in which a 
young man who smashed a “bor- 
rowed” car was fined a ridiculous 
sum even after it. had becn shown 
in court that he had driven the 
vehicle in a hopelessly inebriated 
condition. 


The ‘usual charge against a car- 
thief ‘is “driving without the owner's 
permission.” It should__be. larceny, 
and should carry a penalty that docs 
not provide for the alternative of o 


‘fine. -A man who possesses a motor- 


car has os much right to respect for 
his property as a man who owns a 
fountain pen. Yet the Penaltics for 
taking the latter without the owner's 
permission are tenfold more severe 
thon those for taking a car. The 
excuse may be made thot stolen cars 
are sooner or later abandoned and 
recovered by the owners; that the 
Insurance companies pay for any 
damage. - Those excuses should not 
be considered, In many of the cases 
the cars are abandoned’ for the 
simple reason that there 1s no means 
of taking them out of the Colony. 
That excuse will disappear when 
Kwangtung returns to normal and 
the new highway. allows vehicular 
traMc, Colony-boutnd throughout our 
history, to proceed into the interior, 
The second excuse meuns that the 
loss hos simply been transferred 
from the owner of: the car to the 
sbarcholders in an insurance com- 
pany. Naturally, the latter passes 
on Its losses to car-ownerg in the 
form of increased premiums.

‘In Burma: 


“We wanted mammals of all sizes 
--from the mouse right on up," ox. 
plained Dr. H. £; Anthony yesterday 
when he told the history of the ex- 
pedition which he has just led into 

umn on behnir of the American 
Museum of Natural History, New 

ork. 

| “K think Jt can de considered o 
successful expedition,” he added, re- 
portlng that he ond his-four white 
companions had bagged 1,000 mom- 
mal specimens, 1,500 birds, ond 
2,500 plants, along with perhops a 
million plant seeds which may come 
to blossom in Amerlean and English 
gardens. 

Dr, Anthony, who {s Curator of 
the. Department of Mammals. at. the 
American Museum, orrived in Burma 
{n November. There ho joined two 
Englishmen, Captain Kingdon Ward, 
noted botanist, and Mr. J. K. Stans 
ford, ornithologist’ ond former De- 
puty-Commissioner in Burma, and 
the arrival of Mr. A. S. Vernay and 
Mr. Suydom’ Cutting, Museum 
trustees, who had sponsored the ex- 


‘| peditlon, completed the party, 


Big game hunting experience and 
participation in several enrlier exe 
peditions equipped Mr. Vernay for 
the: undertaking, and Mr. Cutting, 


‘| who was with the Roosevelt expedl- 


tion which captured several gtant 
pandas in Tibet, had done much ex- 
ploring In’ both Tibet ond Indla. 

While chlefly pursuing the 
Museum's alm to make a represen- 
tative collection of mammals from 
all over, the world, the expedition 
was charged to collect also such 
birds und plants as they encounter. 
ed, 


110 People [n- Camp 


“We were quite a party,” recount- 
ed Dr. Anthony. “With coolles, car- 
ricrs and skinners there were some- 
tlmes 110 people in our camp and 
maybe as mony as a hundred mules, 
We pushed northward from 
Myitkyina, Burma's northernmost 
roilhead, and pressed on and upward 
until the snow stopped us, There 
was sometimes mn foot of snow in 
our camp. The farthest point of our 
trek was 15 days’ march from 


‘There were known head-hunters 
on each side of us, but they did 
not give us any trouble. In fact, 
we found the hill tribes, who ore 
very distinct types from the lowland 
Burmans, very friendly and we en- 
kaged them us porters. They wear 
colourful costumes and were excel- 
lent subjects for, the colour pictures 
which we took.” . 

Dr, Anthony gaid that along the 
border of Yunnan and Burma they 
found growing the talwanin tree— 
which is the real name of the coffin 
tree for whose wood the Chinese are 
willing to pay exorbitant rates for 
use as colin, planks, The tree is 
quickly disappearing and such trees 
as remain are already carmarked. 

The expedition found that the tree 
was the medium of quite a_profit- 
able undertaking business. Growing 
to a height of 200 fect, it ylelded 
as many os 80 cofMin planks. The 
Maru tribe sold a tree to the Chin.
